IS MADE TODAY 


Gettysburg academy and the Get- 


tysburg high school have been ac- 
crcdited for 1932 bv the commlsion 
on secondary schools of the associa- 
tion of colleges and universities of 
the middle states and Maryland, ac- 
cording to announcement today by 
Dr. E. Duncan Grizzell. professor of 
secondary education at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and chairman 
of the commission. 


The 
commission 
on secondary 


schools serves as a fact-finding and 
rating agency in preparing a list of 
accredited schools within its terri- 
tory and also functions as a clear- 
ing-house for information of a pro- 
fessional character concerning these 
schools. 


Any public or private secondary 


school in New York, New Jersey, 
Delaware. Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
the District of Columbia and the 
Panama Canal Zone may apply for 
inclusion on the commission's ac- 
credited list, but failure to be in- 
cluded on the list does not neces- 
sarily imply inefficiency on the part 
of a<school, according to Dr. Gnz- 
zell. 


No Responsibility 


"When the,commission acts upon 


applications from schools seeking to 
be placed on the accredited list the 
commission does not assume at 
present any icsponsibihty beyond 
that of judging the ability of an 
efficient secondary school to prepaie 
its students for college work," Dr. 
Grizzell stated. "Approval by the 
commission merely means approval 
,ir accrediting to college., 


—' "Thus, secondary schools which 
do not appear on the commission's 
accredited list may be doing work 
equally as efficient as those listed, 
but may be excluded solely because 
they do not prepare well, or at all, 
for college entrance. In some in- 
stances, the failure of schools to 
apply for places on the accredited 
list is responsible for their omis- 
sion."

"Trail Blazeis," on the

and growth of the Gettysburg and 
Adams county Y. w. C. A., written 
by Miss Edna Albert, of York 
Springs, appears m the January 
number of "The Woman's Press." 
a national magazine devoted to the 
work of the Y. W. C. A. 


The article follows: 
"Once upon a time there was a 


woman in 
Gettysburg who loved 


girls. She lived in an old brick 
house set on one corner of The 
Square, and there she gathered to- 
gether a group of the young girls 
of the town and formed a club that 
stood for finer and more spacious 
thinking than they might have ven- 
turned upon without her leadership. 
When she died, she bequeathed her 
home and most of the things in it, 
including an interesting old library, 
to the girls of Gettysburg, to be the 
headquarters of a'long dreamed of 
Young Women's Christian Associa- 


. tion. and left her ample fortune as 
a perpetual endowment for the sup- 
port of the work. 


Initial Survey 


"Eaily in the summer of 1926. a 


group of women from Gettysburg 
and the surrounding county of Ad- 
ams met as a provisional commit- 
tee to discuss possibilities. 
They 


had got into touch with the Na- 
tional Board, and were helped in 
making the initial survey. Much 
of the success of this committee was 
due to the courageous and aggres- 
sive leadership of its president, who 
headed the board of directors lor 
almost five years. 


"To at least the members of that 


committee, the work has been from 
the beginning an 
adventure 
in 


friendship. There were women who 
drove their own cars, and women 
who must depend upon somebody 
else's driving to get 
anywhere; 


there were those who were splen-

Half-Cent Stamp 


The one-half cent stamp is dark 


brown in color, bearing the like- 
ness of Washington painted by 
Charles Wilson Peale, the original 
of which is now m the Metropoli- 
tan museum of art. The one-cent 
stamp, printed in green, is a repro- 
duction of the profile bust by Hou- 
don made in 1785 and onw among 
the treasures at Mount Vernon. The 
one and one-half-cent 
stamp is

brown 
featuring. another 


Peale portrait of Washington known 
as the Virginia Colonel, now in pos- 
session of Washington-and-l.ee-Uni-- 
versity at Lexington, Virginia. 


The stamp which went on sale 


here today, is the two-cent issue 
bearing the likeness of George Wash- 
ington, the Gilbert Stuart Althen- 
aeum portrait done at Germantown 
in 1796. Already this portrait has 
become generally 
known among 


Americans because of its use on the 
one-dollar bill. 


Purple Stamp

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Frontier Nurses on Horseback 
Combat Disease arid Poverty in 
Isolated Regions ot Country 


The novel methods by which a 


handful of women nurses have In 
six years brought medical care .to a 
remote rural area, typical of many 
in the United States, where no doc- 
tor could make a living and the 
people were too ignorant and poor 
to care for themselves, arc described 
in a study just published by the 
'Committee'on the Costs of Medical 
•Care." • 
. Tha .study gives a glimpse of one 
jpf America's still-existing: f ion tier 
/egions in the back country of Ken- 
tucky, where social and health con- 
ditions were all but medieval and 
where it co~ts a dollar a mile to 
bring a doctor into the wilderness 
on a visit. 


• In a 
port of this district 
the 


Frontier Nursing service maintains 
its health outposts, whence nurse- 
midwives ride out on horseback to 
combat squalor, ignorance and dis- 
ease. The study, by Anne Winslow. 
executive secretary of the Frontier 
Nursing service, tells tiow these 
women have succeeded at moderate 
cost in providing midwifery, nurs- 
ing, surgical, medical, dental, hos- 
pital and social services for the-re- 
gion 


The Committee on the Costs of 


Medical Care brought out Miss 
Wirislow's study of its activities as 
one of its "Miscellaneous Contribu- 
tions" because such regions come 
within the scope of the Committee's 
five-ytfar investigation, now nearmg 
completion,] into the problem of 
•t'he delivery of adequate, scientific 
medical service to all the people, 
lich and poor, at a cost which can 
be reasonably met by them in their 
respective stations in life." 


The portion of .the frontier on 


which the service operates lies in 
Leslie, Perry, Clay and Bell coun- 
ties. Kentucky. The organization 
wac established through the work of 
Mrs Mary Breckennd?e, a graduate 
nurse, who made the first survey of 
1924. with a view to determining 
the health needs of the region and 
devising a way to meet them. Her 
visit was followed in 1925 by a sur- 
vey in Leslie county by Miss Ber- 
tram Ireland in conjunction with 
the state board of health of Ken- 
tucky, to check up on unreported 
births and deaths. 


Dollar 


while the deathrate ,was officially 
leported as lower, this was probably 
because many of the natives died in 
the back country, without, medical 
attendance, and without any rec- 
ord. Unrecorded deaths vere esti- 
mated to be about 35*. per cent of 
the number recorded. ^Deaths from 
pmentable 
diseases 
constituted 


more than half of the 'total. 


Native midwives. whose age aver- 


aged about 60 years and who were 
untrained and unqualified for their 
calling, and self-styled "doctors" 
practiced among these people. 


After Mrs. Breckenridge had vis- 


ited the region she decided, writes 
Miss Winslow, "that) the health ol 
mothers and children was the most 
urgent problem and tlist the situa- 
tion called for trained nurse-mid- 
wives, who might combine a pro- 
gram of public health and bedside 
nursing with midwifery." 


The Frontier Nursing service grew 


out of this belief. It 
consists at 


present of 28 nurses, on duty 
at 


nine nursing centers. There is also 
an eighteen bed hospital, built three 
years npo. 


Health Posts Ten Miles Apart 
Two nurses are stationed at each 


of the centers, and three at 
the 


hospital. 
The centers are houses 


equipped with living accommoda- 
tions for the nurses and a clinic for 
patients. 


The nurses at a center divide be- 


tween them an area of about 78 
square miles, and each of these 
women covers her own district on 
horseback. 


She is equipped with two sets of 


saddlebags, one with material for 
general nursing, the other for ob- 
stetrical work. Cm the basis of 
their midwifery training, the state 
health 
officer 
gives the frontier 


nurses special licenses- to care .for 
normal deliveries. A collaborating 
medical advisory committee drew up 
a "medical routine" which also au- 
thorizes the nurses to give certain 
treatments and medications pend- 
ing the arrival of a doctor. 


Scattered 
through 
neighboring 


counties are a few doctors who can 
be called upon whenever necessary, 
and there is a surgeon in the near- 
est town, twenty-three miles from 
the service's hospital. 


Guarantee Doctor's Fee 


to estimate, the probabilities, but 
even now we arc-of ten beset with 
the temptation to do the Impossible. 


"The financial drive Is really our 


major offensive, for on it the shap- 
ing of the work of the year de- 
pends. We have been fortunate in 
our friends. At the opening of the 
first drive in January. 1927, initial 
gifts amounting to about a thousand 
dollars, obtained through 
private 


solicitation, were announced. Some 
of those who at that time thrilled 
our hearts with checks for $100. or 
$75. or $50. have continued to give 
each year since. But more than 
half of the subscription fund must 
each year be made up of gifts rang- 
ing from ten cents to $5.00. We 
must expect members to carry the 
burden of our support, and besides 
we ourselves draw interest from the 
association only in proportion to our 
investment of time and money, abil- 
ity and friendship. 


"The Girl Reserve movement has 


brought a. rea! gft to :r.ar.v girls of 
he county, especially to those in 
remote sections. This work has been 
at the cost of tremendous labor on 
account of the difficulty in arrang- 
ng for capable and willing adviser 
'or the groups. In spite of this, 
lowever, some fine projects have 
been carried through in various 
places. The chief problem of the 


irl Reserves is to offer a program 


so vital, so challenging, that it com- 
pels interest, while at the same time 
t does not conflict with other or- 


At the time. Miss Winslow writes: 


re was no physician in Leslie 


County, and in one contagious area 
of three counties 
surveyed there 


were 15.000 people without one reg- 
istered physician. In this area 
it 


tcok the nearest doctor six to twen- 
ty hours on horseback to reach a 
patient. 
Necessarily, the average 


j.fcc of one dollar a mile was pro- 
^rjibitivetfor-any but a-few-families: 


the average total income per capita 
was under $143 a year." 


Doctors charged one dollar a mile 


to call due to the unusual condi- 
tions, namely, that a single 
call 


often meant an overnight trip, none. 
of the towns were on railroads, none 
bf the counties were connected with 


- the outside 
world by automobile 


roads and: "The customary mode 
of travel and often the only possible 
one was on horseback along such 
roads or trails as existed, through 
creek beds and over the ridges of 
mountains." 
Typhoid-Hookworm-Tuberculosis 
"Epidemics of typhoid fever, diph- 


theria and smallpox occurred fre- 
quently. Owing to their ignorance 
of any form of sanitation, the peo- 
ple were riddled l with hookworm. 
.There was no ventilation in the 
cabins: babies and children slept 
with their parents, and tuberculosis 
invaded whole families." 


The birthrate was almost twice 


lhat of Kentucky as a whole, and

districts cover the ground so far as 
the good of the girls is concerned. 
For this condition, a new beatitude 
las been invented: Blessed is the 
organizer who knows when to stop, 
for her work will endure. 


Receive Gifts 


"There have been interesting gifts 


to the association— a dining room 
table, grates and tongs for the two 
open fireplaces that have been a joy 
to club girls sitting around a cheer- 
ful blaze o* chilly nights, a piano 
and bureau, a Christmas tree, a 
radio and a new Ford roadster that 
arrived just in time to prevent the 
Irst one from falling apart under 
the traveling secretary like the one 
hoss shay. Then there was car room 
given free of charge by a friendly 
owner of a garage, when that meant 
the equivalent of perhaps seventy- 
five dollars a year. There have been 
bequests, too, since the initial gift 
of house and endowment, and one of 
the three rooms opened in the third 
story to provide pleasant lodging for 
strangers 
in 
Gettysburg, which 


draws visitors from all parts of the 
United States, is known as the be- 


If a doctor is called, he may be an 


overnight trip distant, and his fee 
may be as much as fifty dollars for 
a call. This is far beyond the reach 
of the 
purse of practically every 


family in the district, so the sen-ice 
underwrites the 
bill, the patient 


paying as much as possible " '" 


The hospital of the Frontier Nurs- 


ing service has a physician inipart- 
time attendance who-also,senres as 
health officer for Leslie county. His 
salary is paid jointly by the service 
and the state, and his office was 
created largely due to the interest 
aroused by the work of the frontier 
nurses. 


The service itself charges five 


dollars for prenatal ad post-partum 
care, 
including delivery. Besides 


this, a fee of one dollar a year en- 
titles any individual or. family 
to 


public health nursing service, and 
bedside care in case of illness, and 
families unable to pay this much 
arc cared for without'charge . 


In thair last fiscal year, the nurses 


of the frontier bervicc attended 9.- 
736 people m 1851 families", making 
47.827 visits altogether. This In- 
cluded 441 deliveries and 
"false 


calls." 


The total costs of the service was 


S106.406.49 for the year, averagin 
$10.92 per pa.tient actually served, 
out the entire 9,739 patients were 
able to pay only $3,367.43 of this 
total.

didly trained and those whose only 
training was the discipline of love 
for girls and boys; there were 
grandmothers and spinsters of un- 
certain age. and young women of 
the type that make up the back- 
bone of the movement; there were 
women from the town and old 
county families and women from 
remote corners of the county of 
whom the rest had never heard. 


Organize In 1926 


"On October 22. 1926 the Young 


Women's Christian Association of 
the Gettysburg District was organ- 
ized, with the express purpose of 
operating not only within the town 
but in the surrounding county of 
Adams. 
• "The first sen-ice the association 
rendered the community was to 
provide a safe and p:easant place 
for the young girls of outlying 
places attending high school m Get- 
tysburg to wait for bus and car and 
tram to take them home. But it 
was soon apparent that-unless an 
association car was procurea little 


~?jwork could be done outside Gettys- 


burg. A Committee on Travel was 


• appointed, and' we succeeded 
in 


getting a used Ford roadster for 
$155.00. By the middle of Febru- 
ary, 1927. it was paid for. and in 
May it was being so constantly 
used that the secretary reported 
that it had not been possible to at- 
tach a new speedometer because the 
car was never in the garage in the 
day time long enough to get it on. 
The general secretary worked as 
hard as the Ford, or harder, for she 
worked while the Ford rested. 


"In spite of our shortcomings and 


the lack of money and experience, 
there were over 400 members by the 
end of the first year, work had been 
started for industrial girls, and the 
board was fooling the way to estab- 
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lish work among the Negro girls of 
the town, although this was not an 
accomplished fact until much later. 
The Girl Reserve clubs were ten in 
number by the end of the second 
year, and it was planned to reach 
out into other communities as soon 
as the resources of the' association 
made it possible. But it began to be 
evident even then that any further 
development must carry with it 
some measure of relief for our gen- 
eral secretary in the shape of-part- 
time helpers, unless we'wished to 
kill off our secretaries.one by one. 


"One of the national board mem- 


bers visiting us very early in our 
history gave us what may prove to 
be at least a partial solution of the 
difficulty of too much work for the 
staff. She told us that monthly 
meetings of each committee, devoted 
to real study of the special prob- 
lems of that committee, would lift a 
great burden off the shoulders of the 
general secretary. Yet to achieve 
this is itself a problem in a section 
where the leadership for so many 
organizations must be drawn from 
the same group of busy women: 


"The work of the finance commit- 


tee has been interesting always, be- 
cause of the nice balance we have 
had to preserve between the trustee 
fund and the subscription 
fund 


raised by our annual drive. Some 
parts of our budget must come out 
of the subscription while others may 
be financed from the trustee fund 
Working on the annual budget is 
as intriguing as a crossword puzzle, 
and a complicated process at best. 
In 'the beginning about the only 
amounts that we _were_ absolutely 
certain of were the salaries. We 
had to guess at the rest, and the 
first year all our guesses were wrong, 
and we had to reconstruct the bud-' 
get in the middle of• the summer. 
We had robbed Peter' to pay Paul 
until we scarcely knew which was 
which. The next yonr it was easier 


"In this town so near the Mary- 


land line women have been accus- 
tomed for long years to thinking of 
the needs of Negro people, and by 
and by there was for this work a 
committee. Then there was a club 
and the general secretary taught the 
Negro girls to sing again 
the 


spirituals, forgotten in this northern 
town.-- 


"The work among-the industrial 


girls has given rich returns. Delight- 
ful gifts have been discovered among 
them, and the girls themselves have 
taken much joy in the self-expres- 
sion their club fife has made pos- 
sible. Just lately they made a dis- 
tinct contribution to the work of 
the committee on education and 
legislation in their presentation' of 
a clever little play. 
After seeing 


them in 'Mother Earth and Her 
Children,' it would be hard for any 
women to refuse to sign the petition 
to the disarmament conference at 
Geneva. 


"A second play, 'On the Dotted 


Line,' was presented as part of the 
same program by members of two 
business 
and 
professional 
girls' 


clubs, which have done much since 
their organiaztion to help in asso- 
ciation work. 


"One 
of the 
most significant 


phases of the association work has 
been the establishment of adult 
groups in the different communities 
in the county. 


"The organization of such groups 


was sought at first as a backing for 
clubs of the younger folk, with the 
hope that they might in time come 
to take up certain projects beyond 
the reach of the girls. It has been 
a joyful surprise to see what gifts 
these older women have discovered 
among themselves, and 'with what 
eagerness 
they 
give 
themselves, 


here and there, to building up a 
friendly circle that'takes in many

people without losing the warmth 
and enthusiasm that makes it all 
worth while. 


"In a certain corner of the coun- 


ey the Halloween party of the adult 
group was attended by a number of 
husbands, nephews and sons, main- 
ly in the capacity of chauffeurs. 
Next day in an apple orchard in the 
neighborhood, one of these left- 
hand guests told a man who had 
not been privileged to'attend that 
although he had been 
at 
many 


parties before, he had never had 
quite so good a time as at this one, 
where, if the truth must be told, 
most of the guests were old enough 


to be his mother. 
Doubtless his 
• - * - - * / • •

surprise at • finding out what ca- 
pacity these older women had for 
playing with joyous abandon had 
much to (lo with his hearty enjoy- 
ment of their party. The fact re- 
mains that the women play with as 
little self-consciousness as children, 
plan their more serious meetings 
deftly, and .carry 
them 
through 


with the precision that marks their 
work in their own homes. 


"It is interesting to note little in- 


cidents which . prove 
that 
the 


association has grown into the life 
of the town and county. There is 
the loan library sent out from the 
state library at Harrisburg. 
The 


Y. W. C. A. has made itself 
re- 


sponsible for the care of the books, 
which go into all the nooks and 
corners of the county, giving peo- 
ple a foretaste of the privilege they 
will have if they support the pro- 
jected county library- A story hour 
has been conducted from time to 
time. And there have been sum- 
mer camps for girl reserves. Dele- 
gates have been sent from club or 
board to the fine summer confer- 
ences, and have brought back m- 


I spiration not only to the Y. W. C. 


A. but to the community. 


"The 
members 
recall 
annual 


meetings with candlelighting serv- 
ices to bind them in a bright fellow- 
ship: 
enthusiastic 
semi-annual 


membership meetings; faithful all- 
day conferences of committee mem- 
bers, mother-daughter banquets in 
outlying towns; vespers now and 
then 
of 
a 
Sabbath 
evening: 


poorly attended board meetings— 
'weather' and 
roads 
hopeless'; 


sparkling occasions when tea was 
served and somebody got flowers 
while yet alive to love them: all 
sorts of occasions binding us to- 
gether with laughter and courage 
and friendship into an association 
that cannot be broken. 


"We have been incorporated and 


we have our charter at^ last, we have 
worn out a third car' and we arc 
face to face with our sixth annual 
drive at a time when giving is diffi- 
cult because there is so little to 
give; yet somehow we believe that 
the Y. W. C. A. will go forward, a 
vital force in Gettysburg and Ad- 
ams county."
